Of all the important things 
that there are for men and wo- 
men to do in this world, sure- 
ly none can be more important 
than to keep in good favor with 
God. Jesus grew in favor with 
God and man. And surely there 
have been many good people in 
the past that had the favor of 
God. The number would be too 
large to enumerate. There was 
Enoch, Moses, Joshua, Samuel, 
David, the prophets and apos- 


tles, and thousands whose 
names were never recorded and 
kept. 


There have also many lived 
that had the disfavor of God! 
History reveals this fact. Some 
had His favor at one time and 
later lost it by some unwise act 
or abrupt disobedience. Names 
could be given of both classes. 
There is no indication of Him 
ever being in favor with the 
wicked people because it is writ- 
ten plainly that He is angry 
with the wicked every day. 

There are examples scattered 
all through the Scriptures show- 
ing God’s favor to some and 
disfavor to others. One of the 
plainest and most striking ex- 
amples in all history is in the 
acts of the Children of Israel. 
These people fell into slavery in 
Egypt under the hand of Pha- 
roah. They were placed under 
task masters and slave drivers. 
They multiplied rapidly and 
thus grew to a mighty host. 
Doubtless they wanted to get 
away many times but they were 
helpless and powerless. They 
knew not where to go, and be- 
sides this they were without a 
leader. Their energy and aspi- 
rations were gradually wearing 
away. They knew nothing but 
work, work, work, day after 
day. Their children were born 
in slavery and knew nothing 
about freedom. Doubtless many 
thousands of them prayed and 
cried unto God for deliverance. 
They cried and prayed unto 
God until they found favor with 
Him and He began to prepare 
for their deliverance. 


Here is quite a story—too 
much to repeat, but it is enough 
to briefly review a few things 
in connection with our subiect. 
Moses was born at a time when 
a law was in force which de- 
stroyed the male children by 
throwing them into the river. 
There he was, a goodly child, 
but the law said throw him into 
the river. His mother ventured 
to hide him for a few months. 
This was the first notice of 
God’s favor being upon the little 
fellow. He was then placed in a 
little basket which was made so 
it would not leak water and put 
out in the eddy among the 
rushes at the side of the river. 
God was watching over him and 
did not let the little boat sink 
or turn over. The little fel- 
low was perfectly secure and 
knew of no danger. Presently 
Pharaoh’s daughter came out 
with her maidens for an early 
morning bath. She discovered 
the baby, fell in love with him 
immediately, took him home 
for her own child, raised him 
up, gave him a fine education, 
and kept him until he was 
grown. All of this care and 
training was because of God’s 
favor and He threw His pro- 
tecting hand about and over 
him and kept him for His own 
purpose. 

There is no use trying to do 
anything against God’s anoint- 
ed and chosen until He gets 


Moses many times over. They 
sought him to slay him. The 
officers searched the country 
over for him but failed entirely 
in their search. God had hid- 
den him away. And marvelous 
as it was one day about forty 
years later back came this man 
brave and bold into the same 
country, into the house of Pha- 
raoh and demanded that he let 
that large number of slaves go 
out a piece into the wilderness 
to sacrifice to their God. Wasn’t 
this bold? Wasn’t it daring? 
Wasn’t it asking for the impos- 
sible? Even if Pharaoh had 
been willing would it not have 
been too great a task? Several 
hundred thousand men, women 
and children; probably as many 
Israelites as there were Egyp- 
tians. 

But, of course, such a request 
would not be granted. But fool- 
ish as it was Moses did not give 
up, and Pharaoh could not get 
rid of him. I guess he tried to 
get him killed a hundred times, 
but every attempt failed. God 
had destined that Moses should 
lead the Children of Israel out 
of bondage to the promised 
land. Pharaoh and all his host 
of trained soldiers could not 
prevent it. This was verified at 
the Red Sea, when Israel crossed 
the Sea on dry ground while 
the water was parted, but when 
Pharaoh and his host under- 
took to cross, the waters rushed 
over them and not one escaped 
the wrath of the Sea and its an- 
gry waves. 

But even after God had 
wrought this great miracle with 
Moses as their leader, and He 
had shown His favor to Moses 
so forcibly, the people mur- 
mured against Moses and thus 
they lost God’s favor and it is 
written of them, “But with 
many of them God was not well 
pleased: for they were over- 
thrown in the wilderness.” 
“These things were our exam- 
ples,” to show the danger of 
disobedience, wrong doings, 
murmuring, and anything else 
that will court the disfavor of 
God. According to Paul’s ap- 
plication of the subject it is a 
fearful and dangerous thing to 
murmur and complain. “Neither 
murmur ye,” says the Apostle 
Paul, “as some of them also 
murmured, and were destroyed 
of the destroyer.” 

I do not know how people ex- 
pect to get through, who are 
frequently finding something 
to grumble about. Some peo- 
ple can’t be satisfied with 
searcely anything. Let some 
customs change and they are 
not satisfied. Some dress too 
fine, they say, others too plain. 
They watch the hair, and the 
hats, and the shoes, and the 
coats, and the waists, and the 
collars, and often.the very fel- 
low that worries over the pow- 
der on the women’s faces goes 
to the barber shop and before 
he leaves his face is well pow- 
dered. I do not mention this to 
encourage women to use face 
powder, but I do love consisten- 
cy, and I’m afraid of things that 
seem to look too much like 
hunting things to complain 
about. The song that the Salva- 
tion Army people used to sing 
tells the story of too many: 
“They grumble if you visit 
them, they grumble if you don’t; 
they grumble if you speak to 
them, “and grumble if you 
won't.” — 

I think. such people need

upon an erring one with pity 
rather than with contempt and 


scorn. Surely the spirit of Je- 
sus would not murmur or com- 
plain. Surely there are no 


grumblers among the deepest 
spiritual people. And I do not 
know how much a deeply spir- 
itual person will notice some 
things that some people stum- 
ble over. I have my way of do- 
ing things and others have 
theirs, and there may be quite 
a difference, but we do not un- 
christianize each other because 
we have ways, manners, and 
customs that are different. A 
certain preacher was influenced 
by others to prepare some spe- 
cial sermons, as they thought, 
to give certain ones a good 
Scriptural dressing up. The day 
came and for some cause the 
very ones for which the sermon 
was prepared were not present. 
Well, he had only the one sub- 
ject prepared, it was that or 
nothing, so the sermon was de- 
livered and that was the end of 
it. But unless the Spirit of 
God had directed the message, 
and applied it to the hearts of 
those for whom it was prepared 
it would have been of little 
worth any way. 


Bear in mind that Israel was 
once in good favor with God 
and a little later they lost that 
favor because they fell into 
some hard places and became 
impatient, faulted their leaders, 
murmured and grumbled until 
God let serpents bite them, dis- 
ease overtake them, and thou- 
sands died of the plagues. Our 
people are having some hard 
places this year, and I guess 
most of them are bearing them 
patiently and suffering without 
murmuring, but if there are any 
murmurers they are the ones 
that have my pity, for it will 
not be long until something 
even. more serious will come 
their way. This matter became 
so serious with Paul that he 
said, “Now these things hap- 
pened unto them for ensamples 
(speaking of murmuring and 
other things which caused God’s 
disfavor and their destruction): 
And they are written for our ad- 
monition, upon whom the ends 
of the world are come. Where- 
fore let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall.” 
(1 Cor. 10:11, 12) 


It has been said many times 
that the Church of God people 
surely love each other more 
than any other class of people 
in the world. I have been be- 


there may be some that a little 
extra touch of love might do 
them good. I’m sure that the 
greater the love, the greater the 
interest will be taken in one an- 
other to help one another along. 
And the help will not always be 
going the same way, it will 
work both ways. But usually 
the one that loves the most will 
expect the least help from 
others. 


Now, beloved, we want God’s 
favor on the Church as it has 
always been, only more if pos- 
sible. I admit that we have 
our adversaries who are busy- 
ing themselves crying us down, 
but God has wonderfully sus- 
tained, and worked with us and 
demonstrated His marvelous 
power and kept over us and 
banner of love. There may al- 
so be some occasional internal 
disturbances, but they have al- 
ways been cleared away and 
this should be encouraging to 
those who are in trouble. 


We are living now, and what 
we do for this world will have 
to be done quickly, therefore, 
we have no time for entangle- 
ments, and disagreements. Time 
is too precious. We must work 
for God. We need each other’s 





sweet spirit of Jesus will look 


lieving this for years and yet, 








of a cold look and ill feeling to- 
ward each other. And no one 
should show the white cloth 
and run away when the battle 
gets hot. Now is the time to 
keep cool and stand steadfast. 
What if I were to run, or back 
down? What if Moses had 
backed down? What if David 
had given up in despair when 
Saul was hunting him down 
like a wild beast? What if 
Peter or Paul had given up 
when the way got hard? Why 
didn’t they give it up and tell 
their persecutors that’ they 
would quit preaching or leave 
the country if they would only 
let them out of prison? But, 
no, sir, they would rather have 
the favor of God than the fa- 
vor of men. I’ve decided 
the same thing, and yet I love 
to have the favor of men. I 
want to act wisely and consist- 
ently and at least not bring 
any reproach by being unwise 
or falling short in patience and 
love. 

Undoubtedly there is some- 
thing good for the Church of 
God just a little ways ahead. 
The enemy is roaring against 
us. It seems that he is doing 
his best to overthrow us, but 
this is no new thing, it has been 
this way all along. It com- 
menced with the early Church. 
Of course we could expect 
nothing else now. And we are 
nearer the time when his full 
force will be mustered against 
us, if that time has not already 
arrived. But with all he is do- 
ing the work still goes on. Two 
papers now instead of one, the 
demands for our Sunday school 
literature is doubling up on us, 
calls and demands everywhere 
for the Church of God. It is no 
time now for the ministry to 
weaken. There is too much to 
do—too many people perishing 
for the good Word of God. This 
is rather the time to show cour- 
age. A good brother sent in 
his resignation a little while 
ago. I refused to accept it, 
but wrote him that it was no 
time to give up now, but it is 
rather time to be brave and no- 
ble and stand fast in the faith. 
There may be some good rea- 
sons for resigning some times, 
but I do not know when a brave 
man should resign unless he 
has done something that dis- 
qualifies him for the position he 
occupies. 

There is always safety in be- 
ing meek, gentle, submissive 
and full of the love of God. Keep 
an experience like this and you 
need have no fears. I can’t 
think of Peter and Paul carry- 
ing .a doleful expression all the 
time they were bearing the bur- 
dens of the Church and endur- 
ing shame and reproach. The 
reverse is evidenced by the his- 
torians who made the records 
for us. When Peter and the 
other apostles were arraigned 
before the courts to answer for 


their conduct that did not 
please their enemies, they 
were meek and gentle, and 


after they were beaten se- 
verely “they departed from 
the presence of the coun- 
cil rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy to suffer shame 
for his name.” (Acts 5:41) 
And when Paul and Silas were 
beaten and put in prison and 
their feet were fastened in the 
stocks they sang and evidently 
rejoiced like the other apostles. 
We do not read of them taking 
spells of the blues and taunting 
one another. They left all such 
as that behind when they were 
sanctified. They worked for 
one another—they stood the re- 
proach together. They were 
happy in the service or in the 
prison or under the cruel lash. 
Nothing stopped them from do- 
ing their duty. Never heard of 
any of them tendering their 
resignation. They had only one 
way to get out—that was to die, 
which they did. And most of 


the hands of Christ’s 
enemies. 


I tell you, God wants a set of 
a million men that will stand 
as close together as did Peter 
and John in the beginning. Just 
as well have four do it as two, 
and just as well have a hundred 
as four, and just as well have a 
million as a hundred. Let us 
expect unity and harmony. 
Don’t allow yourselves to enter- 
tain any other thought but uni- 
ty. This is the Bible standard, 
and nothing else will do. I ad- 
mit that people say this cannot 
be, but I am on the safe side 
and on the Scriptural side when 
Isay itcan be. Pooh! Do you 
think Jesus would pray for a| 
thing that could not be? Would 
Paul back it up by declaring it 
is to come in the last days if it 
could not come? Would the 
prophets have told about it if it 
is impossible? Thank God, they 
never have lied! Everything else 
has been fulfilled in its time and 
this will be too. Some body can 
grow weak and sickly and fall 
out if they want to, but they 
will not all do it. The cup may 
be bitter sometimes, but they 
will brace up and drink it to the 
bottom. Hallelujah! Isn’t it 
blessed to be so we can meet 
our adversaries with boldness 
and love? Isn’t it blessed to 
have a clear conscience right 
while accusations are heaped 
upon you? I think I often feel 
the same spirit of boldness that 
thrilled the apostles in their day. 
The weakening of others only 
makes me feel the stronger and 
bolder when I get over the 
shock. Some body has to be 
strong and bold and I had just 
as well be one of the million as 
any body. 


I tell you, God is back of this 
thing, and why should I fear? 
In the language of Nehemiah, 
“Should such a man as I flee?” 
Let the breakers roll, let the 
lightnings flash and the thun- 
ders peal, let the enemy howl 
and make his threats, let my 
friends become pale and sickly, 
let them get afraid and want to 
hide away for safety, let them 
try to persuade me to weaken 
and become fearful, but I will 
make my prayer to my God and 
push on. If some fail, God will 
raise up others. If some shake 
their head and begin to murmur 
and complain God will drop 
them overboard and put others 
in their place. I tell you, you 
can’t stop God. And this is 
God’s work. I am no more in 
this of my own choice than Mo- 
ses was in his place by choice. 
He tried to keep out, so did I. 
He tried to get out, so did I. It 
could be possible for me to be- 
come impatient with some of the 
people like Moses did and dis- 
please the Lord so I may not get 
over into the promised land, but 
if Iam not permitted to go, God 
will raise up a Joshua to go the 
balance of the way. Thank 
God, it has to go, and all hell 
can’t keep it from coming up to 
the very standard designed by 
Jesus Christ and started by 
Himself and His Holy Apostles. 


No talking to me about weak- 
ening. That little Tobiah and 
Sanballat sheet and other liter- 
ature that are being circulated 
to kill our influence had just as 
well save its breath and draw 
in its boasts as far as doing any- 
thing against the Church of 
God is concerned, or against me 
either. Look what Mr. P— un- 
dertook a few years ago—spent 
hundreds of dollars, I suppose, 
circulating literature and trying 
to defame and tarnish my name, 
and accusing me of fraud, em- 
bezzlement, and I don’t know 
what all else, but how soon he 
wore himself out and many 
that he deceived came humbly 
to me later and confessed and 
begged me to forgive them, and 
they promised they would be 
true hereafter and they have.

LETTERS FROM THE NATIVE WORKERS IN CHINA 


Dear Evangel Readers: 

The two following letters have re- 
cently been received from the two Na- 
tive workers in charge of the three 
native churches in China. 

The first one is from Brother Ma 
Hsiu Yi. He was our first teacher 
when we went out to China seven 
years ago. I have written you about 
him many times. He was at that 
time assistant pastor of a Baptist 
church and leading a very sinful life. 
When the power began to fall he got 
under awful conviction and confessed 
his sins and made right his wrongs 
which were many. The Lord sancti- 
fied him and baptized him with the 
blessed Holy Ghost and called him in- 
to the ministry. He went out trust- 
ing the Lord to supply his needs and 
in a wonderful way the Lord has sup- 
plied his needs since that time. His 
ministry has been greatly blessed and 
God has given him precious souls. 

He is the pastor of the two country 
churches where most of the member? 
are and as you see from his letter they 
have aday school at each place. 
These children are taught the Bible 
and to pray and seek God and are 
regular attendants at services. The 
Lord so often or nearly always gets 
hold of the parents of these children 
as they carry the gospel into their 
homes. 

The property at both of these places 
is owned by the Church but at Hsuei- 
Pei the buildings were in bad condi- 
tion and the Christians gathered te- 
gether and did the work for only their 
food. They have not been able to pay 
off the debt which is only about 
$600.00 American money. We had 
such heavy rains last summer, many 
houses were destroyed and had these 
buildings not have been new, they too 
would have fallen in—being made of 
sun dried brick. 

I am sure the friends here in Ameri- 
ca will come to our help at this time 
and bring in your offering—as much 
as you are able—on Foreign Mission 
day. It will be sent in to headquar- 
ters and they will come to our help. 

Also I am praying and believing the 
Lord to send us some Church of God 
missionaries and as you read his let- 
ter, I trust you will feel a real Mace- 
donian call and say, “Here am I, Lord, 
send me.” Oh, dear ones, they have 
waited so long in such awful heathen 
darkness and we here are enjoying 
such light and liberty in Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

Beloved, you must go or send. Jesus 
said THIS GOSPEL MUST first be 
preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness and then shall the end come. 

My article is already too long and I 
must stop. I haven’t room to comment 
on Brother Li Chih Sheng’s letter ex- 
cept to say that he and his wife are 
very precious people and faithful 
workers. He is pastor of the church 
in Tsinanfu, a city of about a half 
million people. Pray for them and for 
me.

Dear Sister Rushin, may God through 
your ministry in America raise up 
some more workers to do His service 
in dark China that His work may be 
more and widely extended in both the 
province of Shantung and whole of 
China. 


I do thank you for your kindness 
of remembering us in your letter 
which came to Tsinanfu. I would 
have written you long before now had 
I known your address and moreover 
I have been loaded with the heavy 





debt which is upon us. I feel so very 
sorrowful in my heart and soul. I 
firmly believe that you, most loving 
sister, would never forget both these 
places because these two mission 
works were founded through your 
faith and your steady prayers. 

Concerning the debt of this place 
there seems to be no hope for its pay- 
ment, yet the dear Lord has not placed 
this work into any other body’s hands. 
I truly expect you to come back to 
China again and to come to our aid 
with some more children of God. I do 
hope that you, dear sister of all of us, 
will stretch out your helping arm to 
save our perilous condition. 

At the present time there is a school 
with thirty-six pupils, while there are 
nineteen in Chang-Li’s school. All ex- 
penses for both places are subscribed 
among the natives. I truly praise and 
thank the Lord for all these places. 
About our daily needs, I have no way 
to explain to you because you know 
the same from our former experiences. 
All of us are well and healthy except 
myself being sick most all the time. 
I guess it is from the heavy burden I 
have in my heart and shoulder. 

Please pray for all of us here. We 
send love to you and Eugene, Roy, 
Joel and all in Jesus’ precious name.

Dear Sister in Christ: 

Greetings to you from all the saints 
of this church, my wife, my children 
and myself in the Precious Name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. Since you 
left us last autumn, all of us have al- 
ways had you in remembrance both 
in prayer and in our mind. When- 
ever we are holding you up in prayer, 
we always plead to the Lord that His 
grace, peace and health from God be 
with you and be multiplied upon you 
day by day. Hallelujah! Amen. 

When I was reading your letter I 
then understood that you had a hard 
time at Shanghai, and with Roy’s 
sickness you were doubly burdened 
both physically and spiritually. May 
the Lord bless you. We truly praise 
God to know that you finally through 
God’s providence left Shanghai Nov. 
12, 1921, and that He put you on one 
of the fastest steamers and landed 
you in the states safely. Truly the 
Lord was with you all the way 
through. For all this we give thanks 
and glory to God alone. Amen. 

We thank you much indeed for your 
continual remembrance of the mission 
work and of us. I am very glad to re- 
port that our work has been very 





much in progress in the Lord. All the 
saints are close to the Lord from the 
way they are reading their Bibles and 
praying and meeting all the time— 
even in the most stormy day last 
winter, they would always come to 
meetings while they don’t care to 
come out in cold weather at all. 

Last October, Mr. Chow got married 
You will remember that both hs 
father and mother were immersed in 
our mission. They indeed love the 
Lord and do all His will, they put 
away all their former heathenism. 
They invited me over to their home 
to perform the ceremony in marrying 
their son. So I responded to their in- 
vitation. With all the saints, I went to 
their home and we sang a_ song, 
prayed and preached before all the at- 
tendants to the marriage. Truly, they 
have all been very much impressed by 
the way we were performing the 
marriage, all the glory should be His, 
hallelujah. 

On last Christmas day all the saints 
gathered themselves together in the 
meeting, worshipping the Lord and 
celebrating His birth, all of us praised 





God with singing and testifying all to 
the glory of God. After the meeting 
we took a little tea and cake, we were 
all happy in the Lord, we had alto- 
gether fifty-six people, including chil- 
dren. At this time Mr. Shen’s mother 
and wife also had believed in the 
Lord and they did not worship the 
idols in the Chinese New Year. For 
the same we all praised God. 

On the first day of the Chinese New 
Year, it was snowing very heavily, 
we all came together to worship God. 
It was cold outside while we were 
warm in our hearts. Mr. Rushin had 
given us five dollars for coal, we, 
therefore, were warm in the room too. 
On the ninth of last Chinese Decem- 
ber, our neighbor Wang’s store was 
set on fire while we all were fast 
sleeping, we heard the noise on the 
street, we then saw the fire, then both 
my wife and myself and children knelt 
on the compound praying loudly and 
asking the Lord to be merciful upon 
us. Some one then came to the gate 
and knocked at the same frantically, 
we didn’t pay much attention to that, 
we kept on praying. It was a good 
thing that the dear Lord did not cause 
any wind to blow that .night. We, 
therefore, were saved from being tak- 
en on fire. Until two o’clock in the 
morning everything was calm and 
the next day we learned that eight 
rooms were buried in the fire in 
Wang’s, house but not one got hurt 
from the fire, for the same we praise 
God. 

I am so happy to hear that you had 
some precious meetings and that there 
is going to be a great hope coming 
for our work, and also that Eugene 
was very much favored with the peo- 
ple in school. May the dear Lord 
bless him and please greet him very 
much for me whenever you write. I 
have read your letter to the saints in 
the meeting, they: were all glad to 
hear from you and all thank and 
praise God for you. 


Mr. Ma Hsiu is still now in Shui- 
Pei, the house has been already com- 
pleted and they are all well and happy 
there. About your room here I have 
always had it locked and nobody can 
get into the room,-so you will rest 
sure that no one will stay in your 
room while I am keeping it locked. 

Now we have a few more saints 
saved lately, one is Mr. Hsu Feng 
Tung, Chiang Yin Nan, a student, Mr, 
Sun, an old man about sixty years of 
age, one Pien Ta Sao and Miss Sun, 
these five saints are very close to the 
Lord and also we have Mrs. Shen, the 
mother and her daughter-in-law, they 
are not as sincere as the other five, nev- 
ertheless they have forsaken their 
idols. Now please remember these 
people in your prayers. Mrs. Shen got 
convicted by the Holy Spirit’s power 
because she always holds her diginity 
but this time she seemed to have no 
one beside her, alone with the Lord. 
All the saints are taught to pray very 
much. When we have meeting the 
room is always filled. 

My daughter, Pao Chen, was sick 
with stomach trouble the other day. 
We prayed for her, she was delivered 
the next day instantly. My wife was 
sick for two days without eating any- 
thing and she was healed by the Lord, 
all the saints here believe in healing.

As I write I can hear Jesus urging us 
to, “Be thou faithful unto death, and 
I will give thee a crown of life.”

THE SECOND WORK 
OF GRACE

“This is the will of God, even your 
sanctification.” 1 Thes. 4:3. God has 
said, “Be ye holy, for I am holy.” It 
is God’s express command and every 
true child of God will ask, How can 
I obtain it? 

God called John Wesley and 
anointed Him to bring forth the Bi- 
ble doctrine and truth of holiness, 
the second work of grace. The com- 
mon church members dislike the word 
holiness, not because they are ac- 
quainted with it but because they 
have seen many who profess to have 
this experience and fail to live it. 
They have a right to demand that 








us, no disposition contrary to the will 
of God in the soul of the newborn 
child of God there would be no 
necessity for the work of the cleans- 
ing blood, the second work of grace 
that sanctifies wholly. Jesus prayed 
for His disciples, “Sanctify them 
through thy truth.” John 17:17. He 
loved the Church and gave Himself 
for it, “That he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of water 
by the word, That he might present 
it unto Himself a glorious church, not 
having spot or wrinkle, or any such 
thing.” Eph. 5:26, 27. 


It is absolutely necessary that you 
go on and meet God's condition in 
His holy Word and receive the sanc- 
tifying power in the blood cf Jesus. 
The adamic sin, the inbred nature is 
not destroyed at justification. God 
s nt His Son into the world not only 
that He might justify and forgive and 
save His people from their outward 
transgressions but that He might 
sanctify them wholly and take out 
the inbred sin that we might be pure 
“even as he is pure.” 


A soul is never saved and sancti- 
fied at the same time or at one act 
of God’s grace. It is impossible be- 
cause it is contrary to God’s plan 
revealed in His Word. God never 
works contrary to His Word. Then, 
too, the sinner when he comes to 
God does not realize his need of 
sanctification. He cannot. The Spir- 
it convicts the sinner of his _ lost 
condition, his sin against God causes 
him to repent and plead for pardon 
and he is forgiven. Then God re- 
veals the need of sanctification, the 
cleansing from the adamic nature 
of sin that flows in the veins of 
every man and woman born into the 
world. From the fall, sin passed 
upon the whole world. All are sin- 
ners by birth as well as sinners by 
choice. And it takes justification by 
faith to save us from our sins, actual 
committed sins and it takes sancti- 
fication, the second work of grace 
through the blood of Jesus Christ 
to eradicate the inbred sin that was 
born in us from our forefathers 
through the fall of Adam. If there 
are uprisings in your heart, fretful- 
hess or peevishness, you are not 
sanctified. If you get offended under 
provocation, if you contend for your 
opinion, your own way, you are not 





sanctified. You know whether there 
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people ‘live it, but this does not ex- 
cuseé any one. 


Holiness is the standard of the 
Word of God and ‘Without holiness 
no man shall see the Lord.” Unless 
you have holiness engraven on your 
heart you will never meet Jesus in 
the clouds. On this wonderful ex- 
perience of sanctification, its accept- 
ance or rejection hinges our destiny. 
It is the very preparation that is go- 
ing to make us an overcomer; it is 
the white linen of the bride that will 
prepare us for the marriage supper 
of the Lamb, and the first resurrec- 
tion. There is ample provision in 
the Word of God to prepare every 
soul for His coming. It is through 
this experience of  sanctfication. 
“This is the will of God, even your 
sanctification.” We know that Jesus 
suffered for us outside the gate that 
we might obtain it. “Wherefore Je- 
sus also that he might sanctify the 
people with his own blood, suffered 
without the gate.” Heb. 13:12. 


There are two works of grace nec- 
essary. The new birth transforms 
the life, and habits and appetites are 
removed, but there is still a remain- 
ing root down in the soul that cannot 
wholly and unreservedly yield to the 
will of God. It takes a complete 
death. “Knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve sin.” 
Rom. 6:6. Then the mind, soul, spirit 
and body are wholly in subjection to 
the will of God. 


Paul said, “And the very God of 
peace sanctify you wholly.” 1 Thes. 
5:23. The heart of the child of God 
is not wholly purified when he is 
justified. Sin is overcome but the 
root is not destroyed. It is con- 
quered, every child of God has the 
victory over sin. Sin has no more 
dominion over them, but the inbred 
nature is not taken out. The ex- 
perience of thousands of God’s people 
prove that the root of sin, the selfwill 
and the uprisings still remain in the 
heart, the old depravity is felt. Then 
is time to flee to God for the second 
work of grace—entire sanctification. 
The blood of Jesus will sanctify you 
wholly and destroy the old nature 
completely and create within you a 
new heart. P 


are any uprisings of any unholy na- 
ture in your heart and if there are 
you should seek at once for sanctifi- 
cation. 

Is your heart holy within? How 
does it work and feel and love under 
test and trial? Examine the issues 
of your heart and you will know 
whether you are sanctified. When 
you have the experience there is no 
doubt about it for you have the real 
witness within. If you do not know 
whether you have the experience of 
Sanctification, it is sufficient proof 
that you have not the sanctifying 
power of the blood flowing through 
your soul. We would advise you to 
seek it with all‘ your heart.

But I am afraid 
there are many who do not realize 
the importance of this sehool. I am 
sure they do not realize it as we who 
have attended. If they could only see 
the way God is putting His approval 
on the scliool and the great improve- 
ment sO many have made, I am sure 
they who are able would try to at- 
tend the next term. Those who can- 
not go themselves should give of their 
means to help send some one who is 
not able. Some may not need the 
school as bad as I did and some may 
need it more as I had some knowledge 
of the Bible, being raised in a Clris- 
tian home and taught it from a chiid 
but there are so many who did noi 
have my chance. Some, no _ doubt, 
never read a chapter in the Bible be 
fore they got salvation.

I believe we are seeing the need of 
the school more than ever before. 
There was a young man in the school 
last year. I am sure he would not 
care if I mentioned his name. He hai 
been very wicked and had goiten sal- 
vation only a few months before 
school started and came to school on 
money he had gambled for. At first 
no one seemed to care much about 
him, I might say some almost had to 
endure him, as he had not entirely 
broken away from his old ways. But 
lhe meant business and began improv- 
ing from the ‘ery start and we all be- 
gan to love him more and more. 3e- 
fore school closed you would hardly 
have known him to be the same man. 
Nearly every one spoke of the great 
change he had made, not only the 
students but outsiders and he himself 
said he didn’t see how any one could 
change so in six months. Before he 
left the school I don’t believe there 
was a student in the school that was 
loved by all more than he was. He 
made one of the highest grades in the 
school and could preach a sermon that 
would surprise the people. One after- 
noon an outsider came in while he was 
talking. He asked how long he had 
been preaching and when he was told 
that he had been saved only a few 
months he said it seemed impossible 
for him to preach that way, when only 
a few months ago he knew 
any Bible at all and was a rank sin- 
ner. If it had not been for the school 
it would have taken him months and !j 
perhaps years to have learned 
he knew, 


“was so timid when she came to the 
school that she could not read a chap- 
ter without being compelled to.

Some times it 
seems like it is almost more than 
they can bear. I am sure if people 
could feel as I do about this thing, 
they would be willing to sacrifice a 
little and help cheer up their lives 
and make them great workers for the 
Lord. They are willing to sacrifice 
the time and not only that but are 
willing to go on one or two meals a 
day if they could only attend the 
school. I was willing and went for 
weeks eating only two meals a day in 
order to pull through but there are 
many who would be willing to do on 
less than I did if they could only get 
to go. 


I know of a young man and his wife 
who would make great workers for 
the Lord and they are doing their very 
best under the circumstances but hav- 
ing scarcely any education and having 
been saved only a short time they 
ean do so little to what they could if 
they could only attend the school for 
a few months. Having been with 
them a great deal I know they would 
be willing to go on half of what they 
really needed in order to get to g0 
but they haven’t the other half.
